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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 08, 
2006 has been entered. 

The response filed May 08, 2006 presents remarks and arguments to the office 
actions mailed April 04, 2006 (the Advisory action) and November 04, 2006 (the 
final action). Applicants' request for reconsideration of the rejection of claims in the 
last office action has been considered. The claims have been entered. 

Applicants 1 arguments, filed, have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to 
the instant application. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 11-19 are presented for examination. 
Claims 1 -1 0 and 20-28 are cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 11-14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

A lack of adequate written description issue arises if the knowledge and level of 
skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the product 
claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 
1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) (a "laundry list" disclosure of every 
possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus 
because it would not "reasonably lead" those skilled in the art to any particular species); 
In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967). 

An applicant may also show that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics which provide evidence that 
applicant was in possession of the claimed invention, i.e., complete or partial structure, 
other physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics when coupled with 
a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or some combination 
of such characteristics. 
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The written description requirement for a claimed genus may be satisfied through 
sufficient description of a representative number of species by actual reduction to 
practice, reduction to drawings, or by disclosure of relevant, identifying characteristics, 
i.e., structure or other physical and/or chemical properties, by functional characteristics 
coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or by a 
combination of such identifying characteristics, sufficient to show the applicant was in 
possession of the claimed genus. See Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1568, 43 USPQ2d at 1406. 

A "representative number of species" means that the species which are 
adequately described are representative of the entire genus. Thus, when there is 
substantial variation within the genus, one must describe a sufficient variety of species 
to reflect the variation within the genus. The disclosure of only one species 
encompassed within a genus adequately describes a claim directed to that genus only if 
the disclosure "indicates that the patentee has invented species sufficient to constitute 
the gen[us]." 

Applicant has not provided a description of the structure of a representative 
number of compounds nor a description of the chemical and/or physical characteristics 
of a representative number of compounds nor a description of how to obtain a 
representative number of specific compounds. 

In other words, the Applicant has not described with sufficient clarity what these 
immunosuppressive analogs in the instant claim 11 or the monoclonal antibodies to 
leukocyte receptors or their ligands are in the instant claim 12. Claims 1 1 and 12 
employing these terms immunosuppressive analogs and monoclonal antibodies to 
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leukocyte receptors or their ligands are not described nor exemplified and does not 
provide written description to enable the skill artisan to employ, it also comprises a wide 
representation of the compounds and or ligands contemplated. 

New Matter 

Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contain new subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The preliminary amendment filed 3/7/02, added New Matter via newly added 
claims regarding the phrase "effective amount of a second agent" which is now in the 
claims via being in claim 1 1 , line 7. Consideration of the instant application as filed 
reveals that there was no written basis or disclosure of the broad "effective amount" 
limitation regarding the second agent in the claims. The closest disclosure as filed is on 
page 12 of the instant specification, which discloses these second agents as being 
utilized in "immunomodulating regimens" (second para, line 3). This is narrower than 
the undefined effectiveness of the phrase "effective amount" that is now in claim 1 1 , line 
7. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
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and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longh 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969), 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 11-19 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 7-9 of U.S. 
Patent Application No. 11599814 Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other. The reasons are as follows: 

Both sets of claims refer to treating a type of proliferation- neointimal proliferation in the 
current application (claims 11-19) and xenograft rejection (claims 7-9) in the copending 
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application which is a proliferation of macrophage like cell. The current application 
claims anticipate the copending application claims. 

Both applications recite using the same compositions and/or derivatives thereof. 
See current application claims 11-19 and copending application claims 7-9. The 
compositions recited in the claims are anticipatory of each other. 

Although the copending application did not directly recite a second agent, it 
however cites the treatment with at least two immunosuppressant compounds 
which could have resulted in choosing rapamycin a common immunosuppressant 
drug with cyclosporine another immunosuppressant drug as these are well known 
immunosuppressant drugs in view of one of the knowledge of one of ordinary skill 
in the art. 

In view of the foregoing, the copending application claims and the current application 
claims are obvious variations.
